Ace Federal Investigators Here 
Probing Racketeers’ Tax Records 


Men Who Caused Al Capone’s Downfall Be- 
gin Work on Returns Made by 30 At- 
lanta Underworld Leaders. 


Ace investigators of the United ‘4 
States Internal Revenue Depart- 
ment—the same men who brought 
about the downfall of Alphonse 
“Scarface Al’ Capone—have been 
in Atlanta for the last 10 days 
checking on income tax returns of 
the city’s leading racketeers, it 
was learned yesterday. 

A list of 30 Atlanta racketeers, 
men who are operating number and 
lottery games, bootleggers and the 
like, was turned over to W. E. 
Page, internal revenue collector 
here, by Solicitor-General John A. 
Boykin for investigation more than 
three months ago. 

Collector Page caused the various 
names on the list to be checked 


Pp as to their incomes, Collector Page 
forwarded data on each of the 30 
cases to the internal revenue office 
in Washington. 

The Internal Revenue Department 
maintains a staff of expert investi- 
gators, whose _ identities are kept 
secret, for the purpose of checking 
up. on income tax returns, and spe- 
cially those of men engaged in ac- 
tivities which place them beyond the 
scope of the law. It was these men 
that brought Capone to justice and 
placed him in federal prison for 12 
years after Chicago authorities had 
tried vainly to check his career. 

Although Mr. Page denied know- 
ing whether the ace investigators 
were in Atlanta, reports from other 


with his records and ascertained 
that although practically all of the 
racketeers had filed income tax re- 
turns in 1933, 1934 and 1935, only 
one reported a gross income run- 
ning as high as $10,000. 

Some of the city’s number kings 
are reliably reported to have in- 
comes ranging as high as $50,000 
a year, while even the smaller rack- 
eteers take in as much as $10,000 
annually through their “beyond the 
law” activities. 

Believing that the local racketeers 
may not have filed true statements 


sources indicated that they have 
been here for the last 10 days check- 
ing up on the racketeers and their 
incomes. 

No official report will be receiv- 
ed on the 30 cases until after the 
investigators have completed their 
the infernal revenue collector 
said. Then, if it is brought out that 
the 30 racketeers have failed to 
make proper income tax returns, 
the United States district attorney 
will be asked to call the federal 
grand jury into session and obtain 
indictments.

They fear that 
a war in Africa will weaken Italy 
greatly, to such an extent that she 
cannot be counted upon to play a 
full role in the face of German re- 
armament and the threat of war this 
contains. The London Times warns 
Mussolini that the British know the 
Abyssinians and that under the most 
favorable circumstances a war with 
Abyssinia would cost hundr ds of 
thousands of Italians their lives. Of 
eourse, Britain nor France will pre- 
vent Mussolini from marching in if 
he so decides, but England does not 
want to see Italy weakened on any 
account. Italy is England’s sword in 
Europe. Italy decides the way the 
European situation evolves. At pres- 
ent Mussolini is on Britain’s ‘and 
Fiance’s side. That holds Germany 
in check. But Italy's history shows 
that she can be now here, and then 
there. Just think of 1914!

MEASURE TO REPLACE 


Presidential Approval In- 
dicated for Agency To 
Supplant FACA. 


WASHINGTON, June 6.—(#)— 
Presidential approval today was re- 
ported stamped on a draft of new leg- 
islation to create a permanent fed- 
eral agency for controlling the liquor 


industry. 

Designed to replace the Alcohol 
Control Administration which vanish- 
ed constitutionally with NRA, the 
measure was whipped into final shape 
today. It was to be sent to congress 
tomorrow with instructions for rush 
action shortly after house disposal of 
the “‘stop-gap” NRA bill. 

Speed was emphasized by adminis- 
tration representatives to avert a 
breakdown in federal control because 
of the elimination of FACA codes. It 
was hoped by officials that final ac- 
tion by both branches could be had by 
the end of next week. 

Drafted by the FACA and treasury 
expérts, and appreved by - Solicitor- 
General Stanley Reed. the administra- 
tion measure is tied to three constitu- 
tional pegs—the interstate commerce 
clause: the tax power vested in. the 
federal government and Section 2 of 
the twenty-first (repeal) amendment, 
which reads: ; 

“The transportation or importation 
into any state, territory or possession 
of the United States for delivery or 
use therein of igtoxicating liquors, in 
violation of the laws thereof, is here- 
by prohibited.”

HITS GORMAN CHARGE 


MACON, Ga., June 5.—(#)—As- 
sailing a statement by Francis J. Gor- 
man, United Textile Workers’ vice 
president, as “full of false impres- 
sions,” President George W. MecCom- 
mon, of Atlantic Cotton mills, said to- 
day the mills had not cut the hourly 
pay of its workers. 

_ Gorman’s statement said Governor 
Talmadge had mobilized the national 
guard to compel workers to “accept 
the wage cuts and lengthening of 
hours.” It added that the “Atlantic 
{‘otton mills, Macon, also under the 
governor's guns, have raised hours to 
5 and have had the unutterable and 
indescribable inhumanity to demand 
that the workers. pay back $4,000 of 
wages awarded to them by the com- 
pliance board.” 

McCommon said emploves of the At- 
lantic Cotton mills were working 50 
hours instead of 40 hours weekly. as 
formerly, but that their weekly pay 
had been increased $3 to $7. He said 
the hourly pay had not been cut. and 
while the employes were working in- 
ereased hours. it meant ‘‘an increase 
in pay to every worker.” 

The mill president said the amount 
of the wage restitution was not near 
the $4.000 figure mentioned by Gor- 
man, and that no employes had been 
told the monev would be deducted from 
their pay checks. He said the restitu- 
tion represented wages which learners 
and cleaners claimed under the NRA 
but to which they were not entitled.

Work, work, work. uo 
friends either boys or girls, no pleas- 
ure, I would like to enter a hospital 
for training as a nurse but haven't 
enough education. What is there in 
life for me? ws 
Answer: 

It is shameful, but true, that some 
of us are inclined to regard the peo- 
ple who work for us as automatoms 
that haven't the same sort of feelings, 
hopes, ambitions, yearnings that we 
have. All our conversations with them 
are on the subject of work, work that 
has been done, or is to he done, and 
we lose sight of the fact that they 
have private lives which scarcely touch 
their relationship to us. 


It is possible that in their self- 
ishness. your employers are entirely 
oblivious of the pitiful circumstances 
of your life, unconscious that you 
are lonely and longing for compan- 
ionship with those of your own ace. 
Then tell them your story. If they 
have any milk of human kindness 
in them they will be touched and 
though they cannot afford to give 
you higher wages they can sympa- 
thize with you and advise you as 
to what you may do to better your 
condition. It is no less than their 
duty to give you some leisure in 
which to make friends and get di- 
a from the grind of house- 
work, 


If you have learned to be a good 
cook or maid it is possible that you 
may find a position that will pay you 
more and give you more leisure for 
study. This will be necessary if rou 
are to enter training as a nurse. .The 
better hospitals now have education- 
al requirements for applicants. While 
this may seem unreasonable to a girl 
who hasn't had opportunity to go to 
school, it is on the face of it right 
and proper. The text-hbooks for nurses 
can't be read and understood without 
a good knowledge of English. Mere 
interest in the sick and .deftness in 
handling them are not good enough to 
make a good nurse. She must hare 
some knowledge of medicine (theoreti- 
cal and practical) before any good doc- 
tor is willing to trust his patients to 
her care.

INTERESTING ANIMALS. 
V—Lungfish. 

It seems a wonder that fish can 
breath under water; but ft is just 
as wonderful that people can breathe 
out of water. 

When we breathe, we take a gas— 
oxygen—out of the air; and we give 
back another gas—carbon-dioxide. Air 
is drawn to our lungs, and from it 
oxygen passes through the thin walls 
of the lungs to our blood. 


The blood passes to the heart and | 
is pumped to all parts of the body— 


giving oxygen to millions of tiny 
“cells.” By the time the blood returns 
to the lungs it contains carbon-dioxide 
which we may call a “waste gas.” 
This goes out through the thin walls 
of the lungs, while oxygen is coming 
to the blood. 

Fish also need oxygen, and they get 
it out of water. Water is made of two

kinds of gas—hydrogen and oxygen. | 
Those gases, if mixed in just the right 


way, will produce water. 


The gills of fish contain little pas- | 


sages through which blood flows, and 
through their thin walls the oxygen 
passes.

When a fish is kept out of water,

CHICAGO, June 6.—(/)—Threat- 
ened Hessian fly ravages in southern 
sections of Indiana, Illinois'and Mis- 
souri brought about wheat price ral- 
lies today, but the upturns failed to 
hold well. 

Indications of damage from the in- 
sects were supplemented by reports of 
development of rust in domestic win- 
ter wheat and of crop losses from 
floods. Buying lagged, however, when 
values bulged, and reactions then fol- 
lowed. 

Wheat closed irregular, 5-8 lower 
to 3-8 higher compared with yester- 
day’s finish, July 84 to 84 1-8, corn 
3-8 to 1 1-4 off, July 80 1-8 to 
80 1-4, oats 1-8 to 5-8 down, and pro- 
visions unchanged to a rise of 10 
cents. 

Commission house demand for 
wheat futures became a little broader 
in volume after early declines in 
prices, but not broad enough to ab- 
sorb subsequent offerings from pit 
traders. Relative weakness of Liver- 
pool wheat quotations, together with 
ideal weather for the spring wheat 
crop both in this country and in 
Canada, had much to do with foreing 
the Chicago wheat market down early. 
No. 2 red wheat sold at 2 cents over 


September today. 


Handicaps to wheat bulls included 
larger offerings of Argentine wheat to 
Europe, and continued: uncertainty 
about the financial crisis in France. 
Besides, talk was current that hedging 
sales resulting from the new domestic 
wheat harvest southwest were likely 
to be augmented. On the other hand, 
predictions were heard that no big 
movement of commercial quantities of 
new crop wheat in the southwest 
would take place until about July 20. 

Corn and oats were bearishly af- 
fected by undoing of spreads against 
wheat and by word that Argentine ex- 
ports of corn this week were the 
largest of the season. 

Provisions showed dearth of selling 
despite hog market setbacks.

‘Market Outlook

NEW. YORK, June 6.—(UP)— 
Trading dwindled on the stock ex- 
change today and prices slipped back 
what they had gained yesterday. 

Nevertheless, Wall Street was dis- 
tinctly more optimistic as the atmos- 
phere leared in several hazy sectors. 
One was the French situation where 
indications were that Pierre Laval 
would succeed in forming a new e¢ab- 
inet. Anvuther was the general husi- 
ness situation which looked much 
brighter. 

To some observers congress has lost 
its place as the ogre of business. One 
broker today believed its 
henceforth would he guided by the 
constitution. That belief svould he 
highly beneficial in restoring confi- 
dence in the financial community. 
OPINION DIVIDED. 

Opinion was divided tonight as to 
the immediate future of the market. 
The group which anticipated further 
decline was in the minority. Others 
thought the market had seen suffi- 
cient technical selling and was ready 
once more to respond to real busi- 
ness, 

Experts found the market had be- 
haved very well in recent sessions. 
They pointed out’ the high-caliber 
buying and said the stocks of lead- 
ing companies now were moving into 
hands that would not relinquish them 
on flimsy pretexts. In recent. ses- 
sions the bluest of the blne chips 


have been carried upward, including | 


such stocks as Coca-Cola, American 
Telephone, Eastman Kodak and 
American Can, Of this group the 
first again set a record high in to- 
day’s session. 


LACKS LEADERSHIP. 

Today’s market lacked the kind of 
leadership Wall Street likes, although 
the recognized high-grade issues main- 
tained a firm tone _ despite’ their 
lethargy. There was considerable buy- 
ing of a selective nature, and some 
selling of the same kind. A eonsid- 
erable amount of the latter came into 
Trico Products, which lost 2 points 
on word the company would not ap- 
ply for formal registration of the 
issue on the stock exchanze. 

Demand for Warner Brothers 
sues continued on outlook for im- 
proved income. The same reason was 
ascribed to buying in the biscuit lead- 
ers—National and TV.oose-Wiles. Of 
greater importance than these was a 
better demand for the heaviest of‘ the 
heavy industry shares—the railroad 
equipments. This group had a fairly 
substantial rally and word wen 
around the railroads were buying 
again. 

Better business for the railroad 
equipménts would immediately be re- 
flected in a real pickup in the steel 
industry.

Glenn Frank, addressing the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs here to- 
day, asserted tha twhile “some meas- 
ure of social control of private enter- 
prise has become imperative,” he be- 
lieved “democracy, in the long run is 
ers safer and superior to dictator- 
ship.” 

“It is one of the major delusions of 
this disintegrate time,” he said, “that 
the need of the hour is strong gov- 
ernment. It is not strong government 
we need, so much as wise government, 
government invested with the virtues 
of insight, dignity, moderation, justice, 
tolerance and an acute sense of social 
values.” 

Harper Sibley, president of the Unit- 
ed States Chamber of Commerce, de- 
scribed the invalidation of NRA as a 
blessing. This view was opposed by 
Blackwell Smith, acting general coun- 
sel of the NRA. 

James A. Wilson, representing the 
American Federation of Labor, told 
the convention that the status of child 
labor is a matter of concern to thé 
women of the land, adding that since 
the supreme court’s NRA _ decision 
“God alone knows what will happen 
to the future of child labor.” 

Dr. Frank in his address asserted 
that “The destiny of democracy on this 
continent will depend entirely on our 
success or failure in solving the pres;

The NRA decision, he said, “called 
a balt on one way of approaching the 
social and economic problem.
